Twelve Heavy Guns Added to 
White's Forces, 


Doubtful if the British Can 
Handie Them. 


Five Battalions to Leave England 
Thursday—Winston Churchill’s 
Alarming Views Suggest a 
Fright—Minor Items.

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—[Copyright, 
1899, by the New York Tribune. Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] The’ Tribune’s 
London war cable, dated December 30, 
Says Phat as the transport Atlantean 
was arriving at Cape Town yesterday 


| with two battalions of field artillery 


and ammunition, a. column the 
Fifth Division was dispatched for 
Durban. Buller’s next battle is likely 
to be deferred until the middle of 
next week. He will virtually have 
under direct command three out of five 
divisions sent to the Cape, with a 
fourth division locked up under White 
in Ladysmith, the remaining division 
is distributed along the western and 
northern frontiers, with 4000 men of the 
original garvison, and considerable 
cavalry added. He has called three 
divisions into Natal for the relief of 
the fourth, instead of carrying them 
into the Free State, in accordance 
with his own plan that he formed he- 
fore he left London. 

The -failure to relieve Ladysmith 
after so complete an abandonment of 
the original plan of campaign, will be 
ruinous to his position. He is evi- 
dently strengthening his army by all 
means in his power, and will make a 
determined effort to crush Joubert’s 
force and rescue the garrison before 
the arrival of Roberts, who will be 
due in Cape Town in twelve days. 

No record has yet been received of 
the disposition made of the _ siege 
train which arrived at Cape Town 
Tuesday, but the news may have been 
suppressed for military reagons. The 
twelye heavy guns will be a great ad- 
dition to the British line of attack, if 
there are men trained in their use. It 
is said on good authority that the new 
howitzer batteries are recent addi- 
tions to the British artillery,’and that 
there are few officers and gunners 
capable of handling them effectively. 
There was a short period of practice 
with naval guns on Whale Island be- 
fore the howitzer batteries Were sent 
to South Africa, and similar training 
is now in progress. 

Much has been written about the 
neglect of the War Office to send long- 
range guns to the front during the 
earlier period of the campaign. ‘The 
truth is that the guns were not in 
service, and when found, the men had 
to be trained for serving them after 
the arrival of the Majestic at the ¢ pe, 
where she is due today with 2000¥%in- 
fantry. There will be only one trans- 
port, the Victorian, with 400 cavalry, 
to enter the port for a week. The sixth 
division will begin to arrive about the 
time Roberts assumes command, so 
that he will have 10,000 fresh troops 
by the middle of January. 

Five battalions of the seventh divis- 
ion will start from England next Thurs- 
day, and by the second week of Feb- 
ruary he will have 10,000 additional 
men. The eighth division will be 
mobilized early in January, and the re- 
inforcements will be increased by 10,- 
000 imperial yeomanry and volunteers. 
During the next two months there will 


be a steady movement of reinforce- 


ments week after week to the seat of 
the war. George Wyndham will have 
a strong case to present in defense of 
the War Office when Parliament meets, 
for there has been no lack of energy 
and toil in carrying out the mobiliza- 
tion scheme and dispatching the largest 
British army ever organized for a for- 
eign campaign. 

Veteran officials smile grimly when 
they read Winston Churchill’s frantic 
call for ten British soldiers for every 
Boer, and suggest that the vulture 
which he met in the woods is still on 
his nerves. His outburst in the Morn- 
ing Post’s second edition yesterday has 
invigorated alarmists like the Harms- 
worth’s Journal, and they are renew- 
ing their warfare upon Lansdowne, 
Hicks-Beach and Wolseley, and seem 
letermined to drive them from their 
posts. -These antics contrast strangely. 
with the coolness, presence of mind and 
unflinching faith in the army which 
the nation continues displaying. _ 

The most.stirring bit of war news 
yesterday was that reported through 
Reuter, that heavy firing had been 
heard Thursday in the direction _ of 
Stormberg, but the War Office failed 
to confirm it: Since the bulletin from 
Forestier-Walker, under the same date, 
announced that there was no change 
in the situation of Gatacre and French, 
with the exception that the Indive 
Railway was again in eperation from 
Mafeking, there has been a short

musketry fire continued daily, but that 
the garrison was in good health and 
spirits. His list of casualties shows 
that the bombardment was not effec- 
tive. He also added that the Boers 
had sought to exchange Lady Sarah 
Wilson for a convict, but had not sue- 
ceeded. 

There was not an’ official message 
from Modder River, but there was a 
sheaf of minor dispatches, describing 
artillery fire, that is now constant. 
Lyddite shells are being accurately 
aimed and. exploded among Boer 
trenches. Pretoria dispatches re- 
port remarkable activity in the British 
camp, and also describe Kekewich’'s 
spirited reconnoissance from Kimber- 
There is a detailed account from 
Lorenzo Marquez of discontent among 
the Free State forces, and the with- 
drawal of President Steyn's brother 
with a commando from the Boer camp. 

The capture of two British forts at 
Kuruman is vaguely reported at Pre- 
toria. From- Natal there is slow 
dribble of smatlnews. Naval guns are 
in constant practice. A Boer pro- 
vision train of six wagons has. been 
captured. Heavy thunderstorms are 
reported. 

The bombardment of Ladysmith con- 
tinues with renewed vigor, and a 
British doctor has escaped from the 
enemy after a long, exciting chase. 
Such incidents are trivial, when the 
English people are awaiting with forti- 
tude and even cheerfulness, the issue 
of the desperate fighting next week. 


“BOBS” AND KITCHENER. 


THE APPOINTMENTS PLEASE. 
(A. DAY REVURT.i 

LONDON, Dec. 29.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. ] Dispatches from all parts of 
South Africa emphasize the great en- 
thusiasm among. the troops and the 
public occasioned by the appointment 
of Gens. Roberts and Kitchener. The 
announcement that the former will 
have supreme command, and that the 
latter will be chief of staff has largely 
dispelled the depression in Cape Colony 
caused by the recent reverses, while 
the soldiers anticipate everything from 
the presence of ‘‘Bobs,” from success 
in battle to Cape beer. 

Advices from Cape Town dated De- 
cember 24, say an investigation shows 
that the reported disaffection among 
the Dutch in the Victoria district has 
been overdrawn. The farmers, it is 
pointed out, are mostly land-owners, 
and wilh not risk the loss of their farms 
by rising. 

A dispatch from Lorenzo Marquez, 
dated December 23, says a curious story 
is current, emanating from Boer 
sources, that Matt Steyn, brother of 
the President of the Orange Free State, 
and 800 Free Staters have definitely re- 
fused to continue the war. Matt Steyn, 
acting as spokesman of the party. is re- 
ported to have told the President that 
he was only authorized te intervere in 
the interest of peace, and that the 
burghers did not feel that they were 
bound by his “unwarrantable conduct,” 
especially as they ran the risk of con- 
fiscation of their property, and they 
simply desired to be permitted to farm 
in peace, and proposed to immediately 
return to their farms. 

Sir Charles Howard Vincent, member 
of Parliament for the central division 
of Sheffield, and colonel of the Queen’s 
Westminster Volunteers, has been ap- 
pointed to command the infantry di- 
vision of the City of London Imperial 
Regiment. 

The text of Col. Baden-Powell’s proc- 
lamation to the burghers besieging 
Mafeking, the gist of which has already 
been cabled, comes from Lorenzo Mar- 
quez today. After asserting that the 
republics cannot hope for foreign “in- 
tervention, and pretending to relate 
the exact attitude of all European pow- 
ers, including Emperor William, who, 
the colonel says, “fully sympathizes 
with England,’ Baden-Powell makes 
the extraordinary statement that the 
American government has warned the 
other governments of its intention to 
side with England should any of them 
interfere. 

A War Office dispatch from Col. 
Baden-Powell, dated December 12, 
after announcing that Lady Sarah Wil- 
son had arrived safe and well at Mafe- 
king, adds that the bombardment and 
musketry fire continue daily on all 
sides, and that the health and spirits 
of the garrison are very satisfactory. 

ESTOPPAL OF PIEROT. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT,] 

CINCINNATI (0.,) Dec. ~ 29.—M. 
Pierot was arraigned before United 
States Attorney Bundy today on a 
charge of violating the laws of neu- 
trality. M. Pierot has been known as 
a recruiting officer here for the Boers 
for some time, and through him many 
men have been transported East. He 
claimed today that he was engaging 
these men for the Hospital Corps and 
not for enlistment in the army. He 
was advised by the United States Dis- 
trict Attorney that he must. stop en- 
gaging men, even for the Hospital 
Corps, or he would at once he ar- 
raigned for contempt of the United 
States Court that issued the order 
through Attorney Bundy. 

THE PRINCE A COLONEL. 
P. NIGHT REPORT.} 

LONDON, Dec. 29.—The Prince of 
Wales has accepted the chief colonelcy 
of the .London commandery, and has 
contributed £105 for the use of the or- 
ganization. 

NO REDUCED RATIONS. 
TA. P. DAY REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—The fre- 
ports that the Boer authorities have 
threatened to reduce the rations of 
the British prisoners at Pretoria in 
ease Great Britain stops the entry of 
food supplies at Delagoa Bay, is not 
borne out by the official communica- 
ftions of United States Consul Hollis 
at Pretoria. 

By direction of the State Depart- 
ment, Mr. Hollis is looking after Brit- 
ish interests and in particular is see- 
ing that the British prisoners are af- 
forded every proper facility and per- 
sonal attention. His reports have 
been very full concerning tne care of 
the prisoners, and such attendant cir- 
cumstances as are Warranted...

SULT SATISFACTORILY.

FLAMES PRODUCE DARKNESS BY 


CUTTING OFF LIGHTS. 


Wall Paper Factory and an Electric 
Mill Burned Out and Ice Plant 
Melts Away—Hook-and-ladder Men 
Escape With Greatest Difficulty. 
Rescued from Window Ledges. 


{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—The two 
seven-story buildings at Nos. 425 to 435 
East Twenty-fourth street, occupied 
principally by the wall-paper factory 
of William Campbell & Co., were de- 
stroyed by fire tonight. The loss is fully 
$509,000. The plant of the New York 
Hygienic Ice Company, which occupied 
the basement of No. 425, and that of 
the Manhattan Electric Light Com- 
pany, on the first and second floors of 
the same building, were totally de- 
stroyed. 

A large portion of the East Side gets 
its light from that company, and was, 
on account of the fire, cast into com- 


properties pf all three firms are de- 
stroyed bétend the bope of saving a 
dollar’s woth. The losses are partially 
covered by insurance. 

Three hook-and-ladder men, Andrew 
Deglan, Joseph Shaughnessy and Joseph 
Bessinger, were caught on the sixth 
floor of the building, and escaped with 
great. difficulty. All were severely 
burned. Shaughnessy and Bessinger 
were sent to Bellevue Hospital. Two 


other hook-and-ladder men were 
caught on one of the high window 
ledges, with the flames roar*ng all 


and the dense smoke 
making them almost imperceptible 
from the street. Extension ladders 
were run up, and firemen brought them 
down in an almost unconscious condi- 
tion. One of the men, Lee Potter, was 
severely burned, and was sent to Belle- 
vue Hospital.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—The Adjue 
tant-General received a cablegram 
from Gen Otis this morning telling 
of the capture of a mountain strong- 
hold beyond Momtablan,, northeast of 
San Mateo, formerly supposed to be 
impregnable, and the capture of many 
prisoners, and a large quantity of arms 
and ammunition. This dispatch is as 


‘follows: 

“MANILA, Dec. 29.—Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, Washington: Col. Lockett, with 
regiment, two battalions Forty-sizth 


(Col. Schuyler,) one Forty-fifth (Col. 
Dorst,) and company Twenty-seventh, 
two guns, Capt. Van Deusen, at- 
tacked enemy, 600 strong, in mountain 
stronghold beyond Montablan, north- 
east San Mateo. Large number killed 
and wounded; 24 taken prisoners. 
Lackett captured one cannon, _ forty 
rifles, 20,000 rounds ammunition; 500 
pounds powder, arsenal fortifications, 
all food supplies and considerable other 
property. This captured point located 
on mountain trail, and formerly sup- 
posed to be impregnable. 

“Other casualties, Lieut. Enslow, 
Eleventh Cavalry, and five enlisted 
men, wounded, mostly slight. Private 
Matson, Forty-fifth Infantry, drowned.” 

LIEUT. TAYLOR KILLED. 
{[A. P. DAY REPORT.]} 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Gen. Otis 
at Manila today cabled the War De- 
partment that First Lieut. Edward R. 
Taylor, Twelfth Infantry, was run over 
by a train crossing the Agno River, 
near Bautista, on the 26th. inst., and 
died in a few hours. 

Lieut. Taylor was born in Illinois, 
and was appointed to the army from 
Idaho in June, 1889. He was graduatell 
at the Military Academy, and assigned 
to the Twelfth Infantry, with which he 
served in South Dakota and Nebraska 
up to the time of the outbreak of the 
Spanish war, when he accompanied the 
expedition to Santiago Bay. At the 
close of the war he rejoined his regi- — 
ment, and served in Kansas and Mis- 
souri until February... 1399, when he 
accompanied his regiment to the Philip- 
pines, where he remained to the time 
of his death. 

MORE INSPECTORS-GENERAL. 

[A. P- DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, -Dec. 29.—Inspector- 
General Breckenridge has prepared the 
text of a proposed bill for the increage 
of the Inspector-General's Department 
to be furnished Secretary Root. The 
bill provides that the number of In- 
spectors-General shall be increased 
from twelve to twenty-five officers, te 
rank as follows: One as a brigadier- 
general, eight as colonels, eight ag 
lieutenant-colonels, and eight as 
majors. 

Not Twenty, but Three Millions. 

CALCUTTA, Dec. 29.—Almost three 
million persons are receiving famine 
relief. The government is spending 
nearly two lakhs of rupees daily. It is 
estimated that the cost of the relief to 
the end of March will be.three crores of 
rupees.

CRITICISM OF EXPANSION. “ 
fa.

CITY OF MEXICO, Dec. 29.—Impar- 
cial, the leading newspaper organ of 
the Liberal party, has a significant 
article on what constitutes imperial- 
ism and tends to show that the United 
States has joined England, Russia, 
Germany and France in a career of 
conquest and aggrandizement. Impar- 
cial declares that imperialism and ex-

CONDITIONS ON THE TARTAR. 
CAPTAIN MAKES A STATEMENT. 
(A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 29.-—Capt. 
Pubus of the transport Tartar, which 


returned here from Manila vesterday, 
makes the following statement con- 
cerning the charges of neglect. of sick 
‘soldiers, and the treatment of Mrs. Col- 
lins on the Tartar'’s previous voyage, 
when the ship brought home the Kan- 
Sas volunteers: 

“Mrs. Collins wasvery ill from sea- 
gickness nearly the entire vovage, and 


the doctor prescribed. champagne. I 
saw’that she got that. As to any 
kindness being extended to her by 


other jadies on board I have nothing to 
say. The stewardess never went near 
her. The officers of the Kansas regi- 
ment, it is true, refused to give tp their 
staterooms to the. sick woman. They 
claimed that it~was the government's 
duty to send her. home on one ‘Of the 
regular liners, where the accommoda- 
tions were better. 

“As to the sick men in the hospital. 
do not Know much about them. I 
nothing of the conduct of milf- 
tary affairs in this regard, but I do 
know that there was a woeful lack of 
discipline. Quartermaster Van Voor- 
heis was to blame, for he did not know 
who was really on board. Men came 
to the ship at Manila and presented 
their tickets entitling them to trans- 
portation on the Tartar, and I suppose 
they had to be taken. I presume that 
the Twentieth Kansas Regiment could 
take care of itself. but there was no one 
in charge of the discharged soldiers. 

“Dr. Hoffman of the Twentieth 
looked after the sick men among the 
discharged soldiers. The soldiers had 
their own stores and cooks, and the 
only provision made fér the ‘sick were 
the regulation rations. All requisitions 
made on the shin for other food were 
filled. I cannot tell whether the sick 
got the luxuries intended for them. The 
officers of the Kansas regiment made 
complaint at the saloon fare, but the 
complaints, to my mind, were pretexts 
to avoid paying their subsistence. The 
majority of them objected to paying 
$1.50 a day. I do not know that the 
hospital was in a filthy condition; it 
Was untidy; there was no one to take 
care of it. 

“Steward Hawes said that requisi- 
tions had been made upon him for lux= 
uries for the sick, and that he had 
prepared the food, giving the patients 
saloon fare for 50 cents a day, which 
meant a loss to the ship. I do not 
know that the sick men never got the 
danties. I know that it was hard work 
getting. food from the galley into the 
serving room for the saloon. The sol- 
diers would steal cooked chickens and 
lick the waiters and cooks.:They broke 
into the pantry time after time, and 
when they found nothing to eat would 
throw the crockery overboard.”

REBELS’ PEACE TERMS. 
FILIPINO ENVOY’'S MISSION. 
[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.1 
NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—A special to 
the Journal and Advertiser from Phila- 

delphia says: | 

“If President McKinley will decide 
on anything like reasonable terms for 
the surrender of Aguinaldo and the 
Filipinos under him, and will inform 


the Filipino congress through us, its 
representatives in this’ country, the 
Filipinos will. Jay down their arms 


within the next month or two and the 
war will end.’ 

“Jessup Luigi T. Fernandez, who 
claims to be one of three special repre- 
* sentatives of Agoncillo and the Fili- 


pino congress, made this statement as } 


he was about to take the train for 
“New York. Fernandez, with two 
others—Lucio le Lejera and Julie le 
Francisco Lopez—were appointed at a 
meeting of the Filipino congress as spe- 
cial representatives to come to this 
country and if possible have a personal 
interview with President McKinley. 
Their mission is principally to ascertain 
from the President his views regarding 
the war in the Philippines and if pos- 
sible to learn from him if he is desir- 
ous of allowing Aguinaldo to surrender 
on the certain terms which they will 
offer. 

“While in Washingto nthe three rep- 
resentatives are to make a canvass 
of the members of the Senate and 
House, with the object of learning each 
member's attitude toward the admin- 
istration and the Filipino war. 

‘The three representatives arrived in 
New York on Christmas eve on the Cam- 
pania from Liverpool. After reaching 
New York, Fernandez came to Phila- 
deiphia on a secret mission, and ex- 
pects now to join his two colleagues 
in New York. What he. wes doing 
here he refused to say, but he declared 
that he would make it public at the 
proper time. The emissaries expect to 
leave for Washington in time to be 
there for the reopening -of Congress 
after the holidays. | 

“Fernandez did not hesitate to talk 
of the Philippines and the war and 
feeling among the natives. 

“"The contest in the Philippines has 


been terrible for some time before 
I left Hongkong, he said, ‘but, not- 
withstanding that. will continue if 
the President refuses to see us or de- 
clines the terms we sha!l offer. If he 


will only decide on anything that could 
possibly be called reasonable and will 
inform the Filipino « through 
us, its representatives, in this country, 
the Filipinos will lav down their arms 
and the war will be ended within a 
month or two. 

“‘Many of the natives, and _ partic- 
viarly the army, are not satisfied with 
Aguialdo, and it was through thetr ef- 
forts that the Filipino congress, with- 
out consulting: Aguinaldo, decided on 
terms and sent us here to lay them he- 
fore your President. Much of the suc- 
cess of the army of the Filipinos was 
won because there was harmony, but 
since Aguinaldo ordered one of his best 
and most loved generals killed, the 
army has not been satisfied with Agcul- 
naldo. 

“When I left Hongkong, Aguindldo 
was in a small town fourteen miles 
north of Manila, and the reports that 
he is constantly running away are not 
so. The army has little or no trouble 
to get ammunition, and I can name at 
least two countries thet will supply 
the Filipino congress with arms so long 
as the war continues.’ ”’

DENVER, Dec. 29.—The Cheyenne 
Flyer, on the Union Pacific Railroad, 
crashed into the Boulder Valley train 
at Brighton, Colo., at 6 o'clock this 
morning. One man was killed and 
fourteen persons. injured. Winfield 
Bandleman, express messenzer of 
Denver, was burned to a crisp. 
The Boulder Valley train left Denver 
a little late this morning and as usual 
stopped at Brighton, twhich is the junc- 
tion of the Boulder Valley line and the 
main line to Cheyenne. The Cheyenne 
Flyer, Union Pacific train No. syalso left 
Denver late, and coming into Brighton 
in the early morning dusk, ran’ into 
the rear end of the Boulder train, tele- 
scoping two or three cars and derail- 
ing the passenger locomotive. The sec- 
tion gangs from the Denver yards and 
half a dozen passengers occupied the 
Boulder train. The mail and baggage 
car and the smoker of the flyer were 
burned. Following are the passengers 
injured:

The Boulder train consisted of four- 
teen loaded freight cars and a heavy | 
caboose. Engine No. 815, the. locomo- 
tive hauling the flyer, lies out on the 
prairie, a total wreck, as evidence of 
how hard the crash was. 

The wounded were brought to Denver 
about noon and taken to hospitals. 
Conductor McAllister of the Boulder 
train was crazed by the accident. He 
attempted to jump into the burning 
wreckage and had to be forcibly re- 
strained.

FRANKFORT (Ky.,) Dec. 29.—Al- 
though three days elapse before the 
assembling of the Legislature, the 
State capital is already filled with 
legislative and political leaders. Though 
some of the anti-Goebel men are fight- 
ing hard to bring their forces against 
Blackburn, as well as against Goebel, 
the anti-Blackburn movement does not 
appear to be strong, and unless it can 
gather strength by means of the tan- 
gle over the State contests, Blackburn 
will win for United States Senator, The 
anti-Goebel leaders assert with confi- 
dence that they have a majority of one 
in the Senate and in the contests and 
in both houses there are several 
members who, though they may vote 
io seat Goebel and Beam, will not 
vote to unseat any Republican legis- 
lator elected against whom contests 
are pending. 
_ The address of the Republican lead- 
ers in reply to the recent address of 
the Goebel leaders indorsing the con- 
testing candidates in the Democratic 
State ticket was given out tonight. It 
replied specifically to the Democratic 
charges of fraud, and makes some sen- 
sational counter charges. It is signed 
by Gov. Taylor, Chairman Bartlett, 
Senator Deboe, Congressman Pugh and 
others, including all the members of 
the State Central Committee. 
the address asserts that under the 

Goebel election law, the whole election 
machinery of the State was in the 
hands of the Goebel element, and that 
in many counties ‘Democratic officials 
selected men of mental and moral in- 


party as election officers. The address 
charges that in Louisville 10,000 Repub- 
lican voters were intimidated and kept 
from the polls, owing to the action of 
the er in issuing a proclamation 
prohibitihg the people from assembling 
at the polls and appointing 248 extra 
policemen to enforce his order and in- 
timidate and browbeat the freemen of 
that city. 

The Democratic charge that tissue 
ballots were used in Republican strong- 
holds is declared to be a mere subter- 
fuge to throw out Republican votes. 
The Democratic charge of corruption 
at the hands of the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad is declared only a 
repetition of a slander worn thread- 
bare in the late campaign. Even were 
these charges true, which is denied, 
the address says, such advantages, were 
more than offset by the Democratic 
corruption fund collected from saloons, 
poolrooms, gambling houses, breweries 
and other sources. The address, by 
way of summary, charges the Goebel! 
Democratic committee and candidates | 
with having inaugurated ‘‘a saturnalia 
of crime, corruption and force, and 
it cannot be doubted,” says the ad- 
dress, ‘“‘that at least 40,000 votes were 
lost to the Republican party by these 
unlawful and outrageous tactics.” 

Notwithstanding all these alleged 
abuses, the address recites, a Repub- 
lican majority was returned, and the 
patriotic citizens of the commonwealth 
are urged to frown down the attempt 
to secure by fraud through the, Legis- 
lature offices which the people decreed 
should go to others. 


Day Dispatches Condensed. 


At Burlington, Iowa, the building 
and contents of the Biklen-Wisener 
wholesale grocery were destfoyed by 
fire, entailing a loss of $150,000, with 
insurance of $95,000.

SECRET TRIP. 


THE CRUISER MONTGOMERY 
«SENT TO LIBERIA. 


Various Reports Regarding Her Mis- 
sion There—A Coaling Station 
Wanted or a Boundary 
Dispute. 


Unted States and Great Britain Said 
to Have Joined Together to Make 
Such a Demand Upon 
France, 


The Case of Capt. Schufeldt Now in 
the Hands of Gen. Merritt of the 
Department of the East for 
Consideration. 


{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.]} 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Although 
the naval officials will make no official 
Statement respecting the cruise of the 
U.S.S. Montgomery to West Africa, 
it is admitted that the ship was there 
in the early fall, returning to her sta- 
tion at Buenos Ayres about the first 
of November. These dates in them- 
selves may be regarded as sufficient to 
dispel any impression that the cruise 
was in ahy manner connected with 
the war between the British and the 
Boers. As to the real objects of the 
cruise, it is believed the Navy Depart- 
ment had its eye upon a possible coal- 
ing station on the west coast. 

The Liberian government has al- 
ways been willing and even anxious 
that the station on its coa$t should be 
kept, if only as a manifestation of the 
interest of the United States in the 
colony it created, and to protect it by 
our moral influence against European 
aggression. 


BOUNDARY PROPOSITION. 
(A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 
LONDON, Dec. 30.—It has been 
learned by a representative of the As- 
sociated Press that the cruiser Mont- 
gomery’s visit to Liber

[A. P. EARLY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—A special. to 
the Herald from Washington says: 

It developed today that the United 
States cruiser Montgomery had been 
on @ secret mission to Liberia, Africa, 
perfermed, it is believed, with a view 
to displaying the American flag in 
Liberian waters and the location of a 
site for an American coaling station 
on the Liberian coast. 

While officials of the Navy Depart- 
ment maintain that the cruise was of 
an ordinary character, it is significant 
that it has been kept a profound mys- 
tery up to this time, none of the ves- 
sel’s movements having been recorded 
in the daily bulletin published by the 
Bureau of Navigation, while during her 
apparently prolonged stay at Pernam- 
buco it was stated on several occasions 
that the vessel was simply cruising up 
and down the South African coast look- 
ing out for American interests. 

“Tt is further regarded as significant 


Liberian port 


‘that the Montgomery’s cruise in Li- 


berian waters was made at a time when 
reports were in circulation that Great 
Britain, Germany and Italy had designs 
on the territory of the little republic, 
and these were so persistent that Sec- 
retary Hay deemed it advisable to 
make inquiries of the powers named. 
These inquiries resulted in assertions 
that none of the foreign governments 
contemplated interferring with Liberian 
affairs. 

“The secrecy regarding the Montgom- 
ery’s movements was carried to such 
an extent that it was not until late 
this afternoon that Secretary Long 
Stated that after making inquiry of 
the Bureau of Navigation, he:had been 
informed that the Montgomery had 
visited Monrovia, the capital of Li- 
beria, and Free Town, the capital of 
the British colony of Sierra Leone. 
““While at the former point, Com- 
modore J. P. Merrill of the Mont- 
gomery called upon the American Min- 
ister and it is understood met the 
President and his Cabinet. It is no 
secret here that Liberia has long de- 
sired an active American protectorate 
and has made representations which 
lead the authorities to understand that 
she desires. the establishment of an 
American ccaling station on her shores, 
believing that it will give her addi- 
tional reason for protection from this 
government. The reports which have 
been received at the Navy Depart- 
ment regarding the Liberian coast show 
it does not possess a satisfactory site 
for a coaling station. .Many years ago 
the United States possessed a coal pile 
at Sierra Leone which point, it is--be= 
lieved, the Montgomery also visited, 
though simply for the purpose of tak- 
ing coal on board. 

“Senator Mason, who has received a 
letter fram an officer of the Mont- 
gomery, states that he proposes to in- 
treduce a resolution calling upon the 
Secretary of the Navy to inform the 
Senate Whv the Montgomery was or- 
dered to Sierra Leone and if the mis- 
sion was in pursuance of any under- 
standing with Great Britain. 

“In the representations made by Sec. 
retary Hay, he has given the European 
powers to understand that the policy of 
the United States with respect to the 
integritv of Liberia has not been 
changed. Naval officials decline to 
State positively when the Montgomery 
was in Liberian waters, intimating that 
she left Pernambuco for the African 
coast about November 1. 

“Tt is understood, on the other hand, 
that the cruiser arrived at Pernambuco 
about October 14 and after coaling pro- 
ceeded directly to Freeport, where she 
eoaled and then went to. Montevideo, 
returning to Pernambuco about No- 
vember 1 and sailing for Rio on No- 
vember’ 4. The vessel remained at 
Rio until November 15. when she sailed 
for Buenos Ayres. where she airivea 
on December I and has been since. 

“There is no doubt that this govern- 
ment is seriously contemplating the es- 
tablishment of a coaling station on the 
west coast of Africa and the observa- 
tions made by Commander Merrill of 
the Montgemery will be considered in 
connection with the decision reached.

UNINFORMED OF DELAGOA SALE. 
P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—Luis A. M. P. 
A. Tiviera, Portuguese Consul-Gen- 
eral, said that he had no knowledge 
of any alleged sale of Delagoa Bay. 
“But,” added Sefior Tiviera, ‘‘this does 
not mean that such an agreement may 
not have been made. I would not be 
likely to hear of it before the public. 
It would not be surprising if a treaty 
had been made or is going to be made.” 

The Portuguese chargé d'affaires in 
the United States, Ignacio de Costa 
Duarte, is at present in this city. He 
said in an interview that, in his opin- 
inion, it would be well for Portugal to 
dispose of Delagoa Bay and the East 
African possessions. They had always 
been a source of trouble and were likely 
to remain so. 

“But it-is not credible,”’ said Sefior 
Duarte, “that any treaty has been made 
by which Portugal has parted with all 
her colonial possessions. Any ministry 
that agreed to such a treaty would rot 
remain in power a minute. If a treaty 
such as described in the German news- 
papers has been consummated there 
would have been some hints of it pub- 
lished in Portugal to prepare the pub- 
lic mind.”

GOV. GAGE TALKS OF AN 


EXTRA SESSION. 


Is net Sure Whether He Will or Will 


Not Call One, but is Certain That 
Mayor Phelan Does not 
Know About It. 


Says He Himself Has Been Impor- 
tuned to Do the Act by the Great- 
est Political Leaders of the 
State and Nation. 


Later Advices from Honolulu—Occiden- 
tal Has a Disastrous Fire—Meeting 
of the Teachers—Death of a 

Female Pioneer, 


[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 29.—Gov. Gage 
was interviewed this morning by a re- 
porter of the Bee relative to the state- 
ment that Mayor Phelan had an- 
_ Mounced that the Governor would call 
an extra session to meet on the 8th of 
January, and a rumor which is in cir- 
culation to the effect that the call for 
a extra session was now being pre- 

red in the State law department. In 
this interview, Gov. Gage said: 

“I have received petitions repre- 
senting $250,000,000 worth of property, 
urging me to call an extra session of 
the Legislature to legislate regarding 
San Francisco’s water front. Within 
a day or two I have received addi- 
tional petitions, one of which is repre- 
sented to be from the wholesale butch- 
ers of San Francisco, and among the 
signatures are such as that of Miller 
_& Lux. I have been importuned to 
call an extra session by the greatest 
political leaders of both the 
- and the nation. 
to bear upon me has been tremendous. 
Notwithstanding this, I-have not made 
up my mind to call an extra session, 
and all reports to the contrary are 
absolutely false. 

“In this regard my mind is just the 
same as it was after the adjournment 
of the Legislature. I do not want you 
to think that I ignore these petitions, 
and I do not want the men who signed 
them to think I ignore them. I want 
you to say that I have neither decided 
to call or not to call an extra session, 
and I do not want it to appear that I 
have ignored these petitions. I have 
reached no determination in the mat- 


ter, whatever, regarcless of any re- 
ports, no matter whence they may. 
emanate. 


“I do not believe your informant was 
correct when said* that Mayor 
Phelan had declared before the Board 
of Supervisors of San Francisco that 
an extra session would be called on the 
ist day of January to meet on the Sth 
day of January, because I do not be- 
lieve Mayor Phelan would state that 
which is willfully false, and this is 
false. 

“No matter what the newspapers or 
others may say, it is absolutely false 
that I have 
extra session. It is 
proclamation or calt is being prepared 
for an extra session, and in this con- 
nection I will say that should I call 
an extra session, which I have not de- 
termined to do, the call will be writ- 
ten by me in my office here in the 
Capitol, and no person whatever will 
know anything whatsoever about it un- 
til it is issued and made public. This 
is, of course, if I should call an extra 
session, which I repeat, I have not yet 
determined to do. All reports con- 
trary to this are absolutely false.” 

SCOTT A CANDIDATE. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) _ 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 29.—Irving 
M. Scott tonight announced that he 
was a candidate for the United Statea 
Senate. 

“I was asked, several days ago,” 
said Mr. Scott “if in the event of 
the calling of an extra session my 
name would be presented as a candi- 
date for United States Senator. My 
reply was ‘yes.’ Then I was=§ asked: 
‘Are you in favor of a caucus?’ I 
said: ‘I am.’ 

“In line with those answers, I re- 
peat that I will be a candidate at the 
extra session, if it is called, subject to 
the decision of the Republican mem- 
bers of the Legislature. I favor a full 
caucus—that is, of the eighty-five Res 
publican Senators and Assemblymen. 
“My candidacy is put forward in the 
belief that I will get the support of 
those members of the Legislature who 
will vote for anybody they think would 
unite the Republicans of the State. 
Since the adjournment of the regular 
session of the Legislature, I have re- 
ceived a great many letters from mem- 
bers of the Legislature anxious. to 
know if I would be a candidate. I 
have answered them in the affirmative, 
stating that I would be glad of their 
support. 

“T am of the opinion,’ Mr. Scott 
continued, in answer to a question as 
“to his probable following, ‘that it 
would be strong. I am pretty credibly 
informed that Gen. Barnes and Mr. 
Grant will not be candidates, and I 
think, as I said before, that their sup- 
porters would come to me, for the 
reason that they will be willing to vote 
for anybody they think would unite 
the Republicans of the State.” ~ 

Mr. Scott said he had no organiza- 
tion, his campaign being based _  en- 
tirely on the offers of support re. 
ceiyed. 


IN HAWAIIAN ISLANDS. 
BUBONIC PLAGUE DYING OUT. 
{[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 29. — The 
steamer Gaelic arrived here this after- 
noon; from the Orient via Honolulu. 
The Gaelic was sent to quarantine 
owing to the plague scare, but her 
cabin passengers were allowed to land, 
towboats plying between the steamer 
and the city for the purpose. The As- 
sociated Press correspondent at Hono- 
lulu sends the following, under date 

of December 23: 

“There have been no new cases of 
plague since last advices... There have 
been several sudden deaths and in each 
instance rumor assigned the plague as 
the cause. Investigation, however, 
proved otherwise. On the 19th the 
quarantine over Chinatown was lifted 
and business is now going on as usual 
fin that district. 


“There have been no deaths by 
plague since the 12th inst. Up to that 
time five victims were reported. The 


Board of Health now claims but two 
deaths were caused by the scourge, 
the remaining three cases being doubt- 
ful or suspicious. 

“Chinatown being thoroughly 
cleaned. A commission of three has 
been appointed to examine the dis- 
trict and report some scheme to re- 
model the territory. The Council of 
State will be asked to appropriate the 
sum of $100,000 at once with which to 
carry out the present plan of altering 
and improving Chinatown in conformity 
with the sanitary programme of the 
Board of Health.

She was struck by a squall or water- 
spout December 2, and in five seconds 
her mast had gone, thirteen sails were 
split and one seaman, who was aloft, 
was carried away so far from the ship 
that he was never seen again. 
disaster to the Eclipse came from a 
clear sky and in the midst of a calm. 

“Capt. Peterson thinks that a water- 
spout must have done the damage, 
The breaking of iron bars showed a 
storm of most remarkable power. Iron 
bars four or five inches thick were 
twisted like thin wire and thick pieces 
of iron were cut in two as if they had 
been soft wood. The captain imme- 
diately headed for the Marquesas Is!- 
ands, where repairs were made. The 
Eclipse is an American ship. She left 
Newcastle, October 27, with 1897 tons 
of coal for Honolulu.” 

HONOLULU PLAGUE CASES. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—The follow- 
ing telegram has been received by the 
supervising Surgeon-General of the 
United States Marine Hospital Service 
from Surgeon Carmichael at Honolulu: 

“HONOLULU (H. I.,) Dec. 20, 1899, 
via Victoria, Dec. 28.—There are two 
cases of plague reported at Honolulu; 
two deaths December 12. No new 
cases to December 20. Quarantine 
against infection raised December 1%.” 

Surgeon-General Wyman, refer- 
ring to the dispatch, said he did not 
consider the situation critical in any 
respect. He said also that Honolulu 
had a competent Board of Health. This 
organization had in time past mani- 
fested ability to take good care of the 
public welfare in the matter of health, 
and he had no doubt it would prove 
equal to. the emergency in the present 
instance. Dr. Wyman said that Pacifi> 
Coast ports in the United States had 
been notified of the reports from Hon)- 
lulu, and that immediate methods 
would be resorted to to prevent the in- 
troduction of the plague here. | 


SUPREME COURT DECISIONS. 
SHAVEK AND HENNE CASES. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 29.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Today the Supreme 
Court filed nineteen opinions, making 
quite a clearing up of matters that 
have been pendihg. Among them are 
the following, in regard to Southern 
California cases: 

‘John Shaver was a member of the 
of Riverside 
county, and was a member of the 
board of election canvassers at the 
last election. The returns showed his 
election. Mr. Barker was also a Super- 
visor, but failed of election. Because 
Shaver sat upon the board of can- 
vassers, Barker held that that was 
sufficient notification of his election, 
and he should have qualified within 
ten days thereafter. Indeed, the Gov- 
ernor took the same view of the mat- 
ter, together with the fact that Shaver 
had filed an insufficient bond, and ap- 
‘pointed Barké®, But the Supreme Court 
holds with the lower court that Shaver 
was entitled to notice from the County 
Clerk as well as any other Officer-elect, 
and that he is entitled to office. 

The Assessor of Los Angeles county 
did not deduct the amount of the 
mortgage held by the regents of the 
university on the property of C. Henne, 
and the Supervisors refused to make 
the deduction. Henne sued, but the 
lower court gave him no relief. The Su- 
preme Court holds that Henne is not 
liable for the mortgage tax, and orders 
the excess refunded. 


FIRE AT OCCIDENTAL. 


-ENTIRE BLOCK WIPED OUT. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT,] 

SANTA ROSA, Dec. 29.—The town of 
Occidental, situated about sixteen miles 
from here on the narrow-gauge road, 
was visited by a disastrous fire last 
night. The most prominent buildings 
were wiped out and the loss to mer- 
chants and others is reported very 
large. The flames first broke out in the 
Altamont Hotel, J. D. Connolly propri- 
etor, and despite the efforts of the 
citizens of the town, the building and 
contents“will be a total loss. The pres- 
ent proprietor had taken charge only 
a few weeks ago and the hotel had 
been completely refurnished through- 
out. Reports so far received are very 
meager. 

J. D. Connolly returned only a.few 
months ago from Auckland, New Zea- 
land, where for twelve years he served 
as United States Consul. 

Occidental is some times known as 
Howard’s Station. It is well known as 
a summer resort, being visited annually 
by a large number of campers and 
tourists. 

A later report of the fire says the 
entire block between the Altamont Ho- 
tel and F. Taylor’s general merchan- 
dise store is totally destroyed. W. B. 
Coy, one of the merchants burned out, 
says his personal loss is in the neigh- 
borhood of $3000. The total loss will 
approximate $15,000. 

The flames were first discovered in 
W. Hansen’s butcher shop, adjoining 
the hotel. The cause at present is un- 
known. 


NEW TRAILS PROJECTED 


IN ZACA LAKE RESERVE. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN LUIS OBISPO, Dec. 29.—Forest 
Supervisor B. F. Crawshaw has re- 
turned from a tour of inspecting the 
new trails and projecting new lines of 
trails in the Pine Mountain and Zaca 
Lake Forest Reserve. One of the new 
trails is that crossing the mountains to 
the east-of Zaca, thence along Peyton 
Cafion to Forester’s and thence into 
the Sisquoc River region from Wil- 
liam’s Cafion. In the Sisquoc, a trai 
has been projected which is to termin- 
ate at Wasioja in the Cuyama, and 
when. completed will probably cover a 
distance of fourteen or fifteen miles. It 
will shorten the distance of the pres- 
ent trail some twenty-five miles. 

This is intended to be one of the main 
trails, and from it will radiate east- 
ward the trail to Bear Camp and the 
Big Pine Mountains and on the north 
and northwest also a new and direc’ 
trail leading into the La Brea country; 
to connect with Buckhorn Cafion on 
the other side of San Rafael range be- 


yond the Tepesquet, which place war. 


also visited. A trail has be@n started 
from that side, also an extensive fire 
break. A new trail which is also pro 
jected will bring the Cachuma _ and 
the Zaca pineries and Chimney Cafion 
into closer connection, so that rangers 
in case of necessity can go to each 
other’s assistance. 

During the month of November the 
trail in Little Caliente and Mon» 
eafons had been greatly improved: 
The rail-cutting has also been begun in 
Santa Ynez reserve, and will be ac\ 
tively continued during the winter, a:

REWAINS A MYSTERY 


VICTIM OF THE TRAGEDY AT 
WHITTIER UNIDENTIFIED. 


The Murdered Man Was a Tramp 
‘and is Said to Have Been 
Working in Santa 

Ana. 


Investigation by the Sheriff and Cor- 
oner Fails to Throw Any Light 
Whatever on the 
Case. 


Theory Advanced That the Man Was) 


Killed Either for Revenge or Be- 
cause of What He 
Knew. 


The identity of the tramp murdered 
under the Pico bridge, just west of 
Whittier, Thursday afternoon or even- 
ing, may never be known. 


has been viewed by hundreds of per- 
sons, and the machinery of the Sheriff's 


the mystery, but the identity of the 
victim and the motive that prompted 


his slayer are as deeply hidden as when 


the bloody corpse was found. Only one 
Slight clew has been secured as to 
where the murdered man had been and 
whither he was going. That he was a 
tramp there is no doubt, but what his 
name was, who killed him, and why, 
are questions which could probably be 
answered only by the man who dealt 
him the fatal blow. 

Sheriff Hammel and Coroner Holland 
went to Whittier early yesterday morn- 
ing to investigate the case. Immedi- 
ately upon their arrival an inquest was 
held in White’s undertaking establish- 
ment. There were no witnesses who 
knew anythihg about the tragedy it- 
Self; all of the evidence obtainable be- 
ing with reference to the discovery of 
the body and the efforts to identify it. 
The Coroner’s jury was composed of 
A. W. Mathews, J. W. Bailey, W. S. 
George, H. F. Griffin, Henry Pitzer and 
James Woolomas. The first two wit- 
nesses, and really the only ones who 
could tell much about the case, were 
Mr. and Mrs. Hamilton, who discov- 
ered the body. They told of their drive 
homeward, their home being near the 
old Pico bridge, and of seeing the body 
under the bridge. At first they thought 
the man was asleep, but Mrs. Hamilton 
called the attention of her husband to 
blood on the face of the stranger. It 
was almost dark at the time, and Mr. 
Hamilton had not noticed the blood un- 
til his wife saw it. He went at once 
to where the man lay, thinking he had 
been injured, and intending to render 
such assistance as he could. As he 
approached he saw at once that the 
man was dead. He summoned other 
persons to the scene, and sent a:meg- 
roa to notity the Whittier authori- 

es. 

All that the other witnesses knew 
was of the notice that had been. sent 
to the Sheriff and Coroner, and of the 
removal of the body to the undertak- 
a The jury examined the body, and 
the wounds which had caused death 


were pointed out to them. The skull 


was crushed in in such manner as to 
indieate that two blows had been de- 
livered with the instrument. used by 
the murderer. The jury‘returned a ver- 
dict that the deceased came to his 
death by a blow on the head with a 
club or an ax, delivered by a person or 
persons to the jury unknown. 

Sheriff Hammel, 
Deputy Sheriff J. W. Davis, visited the 
scene of the tragedy, but there was lit- 
tle to be found there. The place bore 
evidences of having been the sleeping 
place of some one for several days, and 
persons residing in the neighborhood 


told the Sheriff that they had seen the, 


victim of the tragedy there a number 
of times during the past few days. Mr. 
Moss, who owns a small grocery near 
the bridge, stated that he had sold the 
man 10 cents worth of potatoes on 
Wednesday. The stranger had paid for 
the goods, but had not displayed any 
other money, and after receiving them 
departed, going in the direction of the 
bridge. No one could be found who had 
seen any other person than the mur- 
dered man in the vicinity of the place 
where the murder was committed. 
Sheriff Hammel questioned all the per- 
sons he could find in that neighborhood 
about the man, and several of them 
had seen him a number of times, but 
as the anpearance of tramns in that 
neighborhood is of common occurrence, 
the presence of this one excited no 
comment, and no particular attention 
was paid to him. 

The Sheriff returned to the city last 
evening. He admitted that he had 
not accomplished much in the way of 
ascertaining who the victim of the 
tragedy was or who killed him. His 
theory is that the man was a member 
of a gang of tramps or criminals: that 
at some time he had told something on 
some member of the gang. who finding 
him under the bridge. killed him out 
of revenge. Another theory which the 
Sheriff thinks plausible, is that the 
man knew something, the telling of 
which would have caused some trouble 
to other persons, and that he was 
killed to prevent his telling it. These 
are only theories. however, 
Sheriff is not at all certain that either

He has addressed a com- 
munication to the City Trustees 
ing that body that the Santa Monica 
hook and ladder company must not be 
held responsible for any defects that 
may show themselves in the city’s fire- 
fighting service. He says that’ the 
fire company does not seek to place 


the responsibility on the board, and 
the board must not place it on the 
company. 

“The burning of the Casino the 


other night,’ said Chief Dexter today, 
‘is another demonstration of the fact 
that this town is very largely at the 
mercy of the flames, when once they 
get started. We have no horses to 
haul the apparatus and work has to 
be done by the volunteer department. 
In a case where the fire is at any con- 
siderable: distance from where the ap- 
par is stored, the members of the 
department are almost exhausted, and 
in no condition for effective work when 
they have pulled the ladder wagon 
and hose cart to the place They 


-can’t haul the apparatus leisurely, for 


it is necessary that they should reach 
the fire as soon as possible: 

“What is sorely needed is a good 
steamer, and say 1000 feet of new 
hose. I am informed that by procur- 
ing such an engine and keeping a 
good team constantly near it, we can 
secure a heavy reduction in insurance 
rates. I understand that in Pasa- 
dena one man is kept constantly in the 
‘employment of the city for street and 
fire service, he working with a team 
on the streets near the engine-house 
and being always ready for a quick 
response to a fire alarm. I _ believe 
that such a plan should be adopted 
here, and that there should also be in 
the fire department about a dozen vol- 
unteer members, and that they should 
receive a stated compensation for each 
time they fight a fire. Under’ the 
present system the members of the 
fire department receive no pay from 
the city for their services. 

“The city now has 1800 feet of hose. 
Of that there is a lot of 1000 feet that 
was purchased eleven years ago. That 
is in as good condition as the natural 
wear and tear which it has undergone 
will permit. 
was purchased seven years ago. It is 
of a cheaper grade, and is not fn good 
condition.

GOES BACK TODAY. 


‘BANKER COLE TO BE RETURNED, 


TO BOSTON. 


There will be no hearing in this city 
of the case against Charles H. Cole, 
former president of the Globe National 
Bank of Boston, who is charged by 
the receiver of that bank with the em- 
bezzlement and misapplication of the 
funds of the institution. Mr. Cole, ac 
companied by his family, and escorted 
by the United States Marshal in per- 
son, with such guard as the Marshal 
shall select, will leave tonight for Bose 
ton, where the Marshal will delivem the 
accused banker into the custody of the 
United States Marshal of that Federal 
disriet. The case will then be out of the 
jurisdiction of the United States courts 
here, and the local representatives of 
the government will have nothing more 
to do with it. 

The complaint and the warrant fom 
the arrest of Banker Cole were rea 
ceived by United States District Attore 
ney Flint yesterday morning, and were 
at once turned over to the Marshal. 
The complaint against Cole contains 
four counts, in which the embessle4 
ment and misapplication of $900,000 are 
charged. It is issued by Francis 8, 
Fiske, United States Commissioner at 
Boston, on affidavit by Daniel G. Wing, 
National Bank Examiner of Washing- 
ton, D. CC.

The association packing-house at 
Azusa began work again on Thursday. 

San Francisco physicians are treat- 
ing a case of lockjaw and antitoxine 
of tetanus.

Pacific was in North Ontario, on 
Wednesday, adjusting the claims of 
those injured in the train wreck at Po- 
mona.

A committee of the Seattle Cham- 
ber of Commerce have reported favor- 
ably on the proposition of a cannery 
for the city, believing the location to 
be especially good for the raising of 
vegetables, and “the best in the United 
States” for peas in particular. 

The marble stairway in the Stock- 
ton Mail’s new three-story building is 
now finished. The Mail states that 
every third step has been made 
thicker than the others, to allow for 
the extra wear occasioned by the re- 
porters going down three steps at a 
time when they leave the office for 
their meals. 

President Buell of the San Joaquin 
Valley Commercial Association is al- 
ready busy with arrangements for the 
proposed eastern lectures on local re- 
sources. The Fresno. Democrat states 
that he has conferred with two ca- 
pable men and with the railroad com- 
panies, and that the results obtained 
are very satisfactory. | 

The steamer Thyra of the California 
and Oriental line is due to arrive at 
San Diego next Monday, carrying 3800 
tons of flour from the north. She 
will complete her cargo at San Diego 
with about one thousand tons of nails 
and wire, about fifty tons of general 
merchandise, and 3500 to 4000 bales of 
cotton weighing about five hundred 
and forty pounds each. 

On the first day of the Chinese new 
year, San Francisco will have a new 
six-column afternoon paper—the 
Chung Sai Yat Po, the first Chinese 
daily published anywhere outside the 
empire. Its title signifies ‘Chinese 
and Foreign Daily News.” Although 
printed in Chinese, it will conform as 
nearly as possible to the idea of the 
modern metropolitan journal. 

The work of extending the govern- 
ment jetty at the mouth of San Diego 
Harbor will begin in a few days. De- 
lay has been caused by the fact that 
Mr. Tibbitts of the contracting firm of 
Healy, Tibbitts & Co., is in Samoa and 
therefore could not sign the contract. 
There was talk of advertising for new 
bids, but the matter was referred to 
the Judge-Advocate-General and 
finally adjusted by the sureties going 
before a notary public and formally 
assuming responsibility for the faith- 
ful performance of work, without Mr. 
Tibbitt’s’ signature. The jetty will be 
about 7200 feet in length when finished. 

The pumping plant and pipe line of 
the Coalinga Water Company, just 
completed, permanently settles the 
water question for that town, accord- 
ing to the Fresno Republican. The 
pump is a large compound Dow run 
by steam, with a capacity of 80,000 
gallons in the twenty-four hours. The 
water is forced through a three-inch 
pipe from wells in the plains five miles 
away, up an altitude of about one 
thousand feet, but so powerful is the 
pressure that it comes out at the 
Coalinga end of the line with a full 
head. It is chiefly used for drilling, 
and several operations that have been 
waiting for it will begin at once,

NEW CITY ORDINANCE GOES INTO 
EFFECT NEXT MONDAY.

A fight is soon to be made over the 
continuance of the tall, unsightly bill- 
boards, with their crude pictures ad- 
vertising various kinds of mineral 
water and patent medicine. Some 
weeks ago the unpaid passed an ordi- 
nance designed to regulate the busi- 
ness of sign advertising in the city. The 
ordinance was signed by the Mayor 
and became a law, but was practically 
without effect, as the Wilshire com- 
pany, which controls all the business 
ef this character in the city, held a 
license that did not expire until the 
first of the yeay Phat time is now 
close at hand dnd the question of the 
constitutionality of the ordinance will 
soon be put to a test in the courts, 

' Ever since the ordinance was p2s-scea, 
W. J. Hunsaker, Esq., who will repre- 
sent the interests of Mr. Wilshire in 
the coming legal test, has Deen at work 
preparing data with which to make the 


fight. The phrasing of the ordinance 
has been carefully reviewed in the 
hope that some technical error Was 


made in framing it, and Wilshire feels 
confident that he will continue to ad- 
vertise on billboard$S built just as high 
as he sees fit. He points out that the 
license imposed on the business by the 
ordinance is about $900 per year, 
whereas’no other city charges over $125, 
and in most municipalities the size of 
Los Angeles $40 is the maximum rate. 
He says that in nearly all the cities in 
this country billboards of equal size 
are maintained and that some, includ- 
ing San Francisco, permit much larger 
boards. He also refers to the fact that 
Ireland is a country where immense 
boards are allowed. Just what reijation 
this fact has to the question at issue 
in Los Angeles Mr. Wilshire does not 
say. 

lt has been persistently rumored that 
the Wilshire company has purchased 
the license of F. ° Jones, a.sign 
painter, which does not expire until 
June, 1900, and that a fight for delay 
will be made on the strength of this 


rhe ordinance upon which the fight 
will be made” provides, in part, as 
follows; 

“No- billboard, signboard or other 
poses shall hereafter be erected in 
the city along the line of any public 
street, lane or alley or at a distance of 
less than twenty feet therefrom, more 
than six feet in height measured from 
a point three feet above the ground: 
provided also that an open space of 
three feet be left between the surface of 
the ground and the lowest board of the 
structure. 

“Every applicant for permission -to 
erect a biH board more than six feet 
in height and to be placed on the line 
or less than twenty feet from the street 
must notify the Clerk and he must 
give the property-owners or agents con- 
trolling property within 300 feet of the 
place full notice where the sign is to be 
located A bond in the sum 
of $500 must be executed and 
the HHeense issued. expires within 
three months from date and 
may not be transferred or sold. A 
license. begins on the first day of the 
month in which it is issued. and the fee 
for those signs which come within the 


provisions of the six-foot limit shall 
be $75 per quarter payable in advance. 


For the erection of signs more than 
six feet in height the applicant must 
pay a further special license of $150 
per quarter, payable in advance. 

“It shall be unlawful to keep any 
billboard, signboard or similar struc- 


ture more than six feet in height any- 
where in Los Angeles after the expira- 
tion of any license in foree at the time 


| of the passage of this ordinance except 


fuch structures as. are permitted by 
the Council under the terms of the 
ordinance. Upon the expiration of the 
license,- all the billbdéards along the 
line of and within twenty feet of the 
Street must be taken down or reduced 
in height to six feet: provided any 


such sign may be allowed 
if the permission of. the Council be ob- 
tained as in the case of the erection of 
the billboard in the first instance and 
in the manner hereinafter provided.’ 

A violation of the ordinance is made 
a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of 
from $10 to $250, or the usual alterna- 
tive.

SALE POSTPONED. | 
BLUNDER ABOUT ADVERTISING. 

It was expected that the city would 
sell about five acres of land, situated 
along the right-of-way of the South- 
ern Pacific a short distance above the 
Buena Vista-street bridge, at public 
auction yesterday, but owing to an 
error in advertising, the sale was post- 
poned. The custom, followed for years 
by the City Attorney's office in drawing 
ordinances for the sale of municipal 
property has been to insert in the nec- 
tice of sale a provision stating that 
the ordinance shall be published once 
each week for eight consecutive weeks 
in some city paper. This provision was 
inserted in the ordinance declaring the 
intention of the city to sell the land 
along the river, but was not noticed 
by the City Clerk until yesterday. It 
was then discovered that the ordinance 
had been published but once. ‘The sale 
was declared off and the agents for 
the Southern Pacific, who were present 
to purchase the property at the $5000 
price agreed upon some time ago, were 
notified that the sale would be post- 
poned. 

A diligent search through the city 
ordinances, which, owing to the lack 
of a suitable compilation_and index, 
occupied the City Clerk and the .City 
Attorney about three hours, failed to 
reveal any provision requiring that 
advertisements of public sale should 
be published for any particular length 
of time. In consequence, an ordinance 
will be presented to the Council en 
Monday, authorizing the sale in about 
two weeks. So far as known, there are 
no bidders besides the Southern Fa- 
cific Company.

PUBLIC HEARING. 

RUDOLPH HERING’S REPORT. 

At last the Sewer Committee of the 
Council has decided to take up in ear- 
nest the consideration of local sewer 
conditions. Next Thursday morning at 
10 o’clock an opportunity will be given 
all those who wish to speak concerning 
the recommendations made in Engineer 
Hering’s report to air their opinions be- 
fore the committee, and the committee 
desires that all those whose positions 
or occupation render them especially 
qualified to speak on the subjects 
treated in the report shall be present, 
The problems involved affect the whoie 
city, and the committee is anxious to 
get as full an expression of public opin- 
ion a8 possible. 

Engineer Hering recommended that 
all branches of the sewer system be 
given additional ventilation; that the 
manholes in all parts of the city be 
opened; that better means for flushing 
be provided, and that the entire system 
be turned over to the engineering de- 
partment. 

Before the report arrived the mem- 
bers of the Sewer Committee asserted, 
that action would be taken as soon as 
che recommendations of the expert 
were before them. For one reason and 
another the consideration of the subject 
has been postponed from time to time. 
It is expected that the hearing will be 
productive of considerable animated 
debate. Those citizens who have been 
fortunate enough to have the man- 
holes in front of their property closed 
wish no change, while those living 
upon the hills and in sections not so 
protected, are equally vociferous in 
protesting against having the major 
share of sewer gas forced out of the 
system in the vicinity of their homes. 
Already notices have been received by 
the committee from parties who wish 
to discuss the recommendations of the 
report, and it is expected that many 
more will follow. The session of the 
committee next Thursday morning will 
probably, be more interesting than 
usual, 


OVER THE LINE. 

WESTLAKE PARK THREATENED. 

The expected has happened. In pur- 
suit of the milled simoleons of com- 
merce, the very@men who agreed to 
sacredly regard the limit established 
by the Council to protect Westlake 
Park from the grewsome sights and 
smells of oil development, have over- 
stepped the line, violated the agree- 
ment upon which the concession was 
granted, and erected a derrick on the 
highest point of the highest elevation 
in the Nob Hill tract. 

When W..E. de Groot and the other 


q interested speculators in the western 


oil field came before the Council with 
a request that the 1600-foot limit north 
of Westlake Park be changed, they 
agreed, in consideration of being al- 
lowed to drill to within’ seventy-five 
feet of the north property line of 
Ocean View avenue, that no further 
concession would be asked, and that 
they would not attempt to maintain 
wells any nearer the park. On this 
showing, the Council was induced to 
alter the limit as requested. Most of 
the territory north of the new line 
sloped to the north, and the derricks 
were largely hidden from the sight of 
pleasure-seekers in the park. In ad- 
dition the lay of the land was such 
that the wells drained away from the 
park, and there was no danger that 
the black, sticky fluid would find its 
way into the waters of the lake. 

As a result of a hard and persistent 
fight, the speculators, wild-catters and 
oil-boomers, who, regardless of public 
intepest, seek to plant their unsightly 
derficks drill their ill-smelling 
wells almost within the limits of. the 
parks, have been made to regard the 
provisions of the agreement until now. 
Men who had come from the snow- 
bound East to a land of lasting sum- 
mer and erected beautiful and expen- 
sive residences where they could ovér- 
look the grass and trees that surround 
the lake, fought against the ruin 
their homes; others who had lived in 
the city for. years selected the vicinity 
of the park as the most attractive spot 
for homes, and built large and costly 
in the belief’ that they 
were protected from the encroachments 
when threatened, they, 
too, protested strenuonsly against the 
spoliatiOn of the section; still others, 
scenting danger from. afar, abandoned 
their intention of building near the 
' park, and removed to other cities. 

Citizens interested in the preserva - 


tion of the natural beauties of the 
popular park have declaimed ye- 
hemently against the inroads of the 


wild-cat interests. But, secure in 
the belief that they can. establish the 
invalidity of the limit ordinance, and 
excited by the recent boom in oil lands, 
the gepeewe territory has been

vaded, and the march a the greasy 
derrick toward Westlake park begun. 

Within the past two days, a der- 
rick has been erected on the north 
side of Oceanview , avenue, four lots 
west of Alvarado street. Yesterday, the 
necessary machinery for drilling was 
hauled on the ground, and active 
preparations to sink the well com- 
menced. It was at first supposed that 
the well belonged to Thomas A. O’Don- 
nell, but reports received from a re- 
liable source yesterday show that it is 
the property of W. P. Book, who has 
been identified with De Groot in oil 
development for a long time. It is 
generally betieved that the latter is di- 
rectly interested in the new venture, 
although no. conclusive evidence to that 
effect has come to light. 

The well is situated on lot 4 of the 
Nob Hill tract, and D. Luby is. the 
record owner. The corner of the der- 
rick nearest the street is fifty-seven 
feet inside the property line, which 
would bring the well within sixty-five 
feet of the street. The present 1'9° 
runs seventy-five feet back from tue 
street, and the derrick is entirely in- 
side the forbidden territory. From its 
location on the crest of a ridge, the 
tall derrick can be seen from Westlake 
Park, and the surrounding section. 

At the present time several cases 
are pending in the Justice Court af- 
fecting the validity of the limit. ordi- 
nance. The final brief for the city in 
the case of the People vs. Richard 
Green et al., was filed by the City 
Attorney's office on Thursday. Upon 
the final decision in this case, the 
future of the Westlake Park section 
will, in a measure, depend, as_ the 
boast has been made by the specula- 
tors, that if oil exists in the bed of the 
lake, they will drill for it. No legal 
action will be taken in the present in- 
stance by the Oil Inspector, unvess oil 
is actually. struck. It is probable, 
however, that an injunction will be 
issued at the request of some of the 
residents of the vicinity. 


Street Opening. 

Leslie Hewitt, Esq., temporarily in 
charge of the City Attorney’s office, is 
busily engaged in preparing a com- 
plaint in the matter of the opening of 
Hoover street from Washington to 
Bush. This matter has been hanging 
fire for a long time, owing to the re- 
fusal of two of the property owners 
to accept the award of the commis- 
sioners. The law under which the 
opening and widening of streets has 
been done in this city Has been so much 
questioned that the city will not pro- 
ceed under its provisions, but will bring 
straight condemnation proceedings 
against M. S. Creswell and Mrs. Mc- 
Greal, the two record owners. This 
property is said to be the only thine 
that stands in the way of the opening 
of the street. 


New Death Certificate. 

A new form of death certificate has 
been. prepared by the Health Office in 
compliance with the orders of the 
United States Census Bureau. In or- 
der to facilitate the collection of sta- 
tistics relative to ortality and the 
prevalence of disease, the bureau has 
prepared a form for general use in all 
parts of the country. The certificate 
is much more comprehensive in 
provisions than that heretofore used in 
the local office. It requires the physi- 
cian or Coroner to specify the color, 
birth, age, occupation, 
father and mother, place where disease 
was contracted, and a large number of 


other minor items regarding the life’ 


of the deceased. 


Sewer Construction. 


The contract for sewering Fourteenth 
street from Hawthorme street to a point 
125 feet west of Alameda street will 
probably be awarded to W. A. Frick by 
the Council on Tuesday. The. Sewer 
Committee yesterday recommended 
that his bid be accepted as the lowest 
of the three presented. The price 
named is 51% cents per foot.

LIVELY FIGHT FOR PROPERTY. 


‘PLAINTIFF INSISTS THAT SHE IS 


THE WIFE OF BAUER. 
Erstwhile “King of Little Paree” 
Trying to Prevent His Trustee, 
Buckley, from Being Made a Party 
to the Suit for Support—Judge 
Fitzgerald May not Try the Case. 


The already, notorious case of Catha- 
rine Bauer, who is. suing Thiebaud 
Bauer, the dethroned “King of Little 
Paree,”’ for a $300 monthly allowance 
for maintenance as his wife, was up in 
Judge Fitzgerald’s court again yester- 


day. It is still to be disposed of. Over 


an hour was spent in touching up the 
issues in the case once more, when it 
was again continued. Not a little fun 
was enjoyed by the attorneys of the in- 
terested parties, who couldn’t seem to 
tire of jibing each other and poking 
humor into every crevice. 

Mrs. Bauer, the alleged, avers tha? 
she married Bauer in New York City in 
1876. A few months after the wedding 
she was deserted, she Giaims, and lost 
all news of Bauer until during the 
present year, when she left her home 
in Germany for California, to prove 
her relationship and demand a monthly 
allowance from her husband, who was 
cne time champion wrestler of the 
world. 

But Bauer himself holds up his hands 
in some sort of horror and says it is 
all a mistake. He never married this 
woman. His only wife was Leonore 
Bauer, whom he married in London in 
i871. It was from her, he says, that he 
got the property that in March, 1898,. 
he deeded in trust to Henry Fleishman, 
who afterward resigned, and the: trust 
was placed’in the hands of “Chris” 
Buckley, “‘the blind boss of ’Frisco.” 

To make Buckley a party to the pres- 
ent action is one of the issues that has 
been lehgthily discussed, but as yet the 
court is not clear what should be done, 
although. he states that, in his opin- 
ion, neither party could be injured by 
so doing. 

At this juncture yesterday it was 
learned that the case had originally 
been assigned to Judge Allen’s court, 
and no one was quite sure why it had 
been transferred to the care of Judge 
Fitzgerald. Although it was remem- 
bered that Judge Allen had given a 
deposition to having seen Kauer do a 
wrestling match in St. Louis in 1876, 
this did not seem, necessarily, 


dis- 
qualify the judge from trying FBS At, 


and Judge Fitzgerald ordered the mat- 
ter continued until he could make sure 
that the case should not properly be 
in Judge Allen’s department and not 
in his own. 

Just before the matter went over, J. 
Marion Brooks, Esq., who represents 
3auer, filed a motion to annul a pre2- 
vious order of the court granting the 
plaintiff a trial by jury, on the ground 
that it is without authority to grant 
jury trials in such actions. Mrs. Bauer, 
alleged, who is a quaint litle woman 
of age and a never-to-be-forgotten ap- 
pearance, was an interested spectator 
yesterday and pricked up her ears at 
the slightest turn of interest. She is 
represented now by Messrs. J. Scott 
and Dockweiler & Carter.

TWO BOYS ON TRIAL. 
HORSE STEALING THE CHARGE. 

The preliminary examinations of Ar- 
thur Dunn and Charles Moores, two 
Downey boys charged with stealing 
horses, was held in the Township Court 
yesterday afternoon, and both were 
bound over under $100 to make answer 
to the Superior Court. It is understood 
that they will plead guilty. 

Dunn is 16 years.*old—and_ shy. 
Moores is several years older—and bold, 
a half-breed Indian, and good looking. 
They are woodchoppers. On Monday 
the 18th inst. they took two horses from 
a’ Downey pasture belonging to Willis 
Newton, who lives at Boyle Heights, 
and struck out for Ventura county, and 
were not captured until they had 
reached the big Simi ranch. 

Newton testified that the horses, 
when he recovered them from the Ven- 
tura authorities, were almost dead 
from starvation and over-riding. He 
had often given Dunn the privilege of 


riding one of the animals to and from 


his work. 

C. A. Dunn, the boy’s father, and 
foreman of Newton's stock ranch, was 
on the stand to tell what he knew. He 
was quite overcome by his son’s esca- 
pade, and could hardly suppress the 
telltale tear. He said that the boy told 
him @hat he thought he had a right to 
take the horse, and admitted that he 
had taken it fram. the Newton pasture. 
Young Dunn tdld his father that at 
Ventura he had “made a kick,” and 
turned round to return his horse, but 
changed his mind. 

Young Dunn testified in the case 
against Moores. He stated that they 
took the herses to go in search of 
work, having just completed a big job 
of wood cutting. He admitted that 


| they had made several ineffectual at- 


tempts to sell the horses. The boys 
were kept in the Ventura jail over 
Christmas.

“UNCLE” COHN’S DIAMONDS. 


STORY OF THEIR DISAPPEARANCE 
REHEARSED IN COURT. 


_ Counsel for the Alleged Embezzler, 

- McLean, Made a Strenous Effort to 
Have His Day of Reckoning Post- 
poned, but Failed—Preliminary Ex- 
amination Now Under Way. 


The preliminary examination of N. H. 
McLean for the alleged embezzlement 
of $91 worth of jewelry from Pawn- 
broker L. B. Cohn, was commenced be- 
fore Justice Morgan yesterday after- 
noon. A motley crowd of pawnbrokers, 
gamblers and sure-thing men, inter- 
ested in one way or another in the 
fate of McLean, were in attendance. 
The defense, as had been anticipated, 
made a play for time, but the court 
would not consent to a continuance. 

Attorney Byron L. Oliver, who came 
into the case at the eleventh hour, as 
associate counsel for the defense, first 
moved for a continuance on the ground 
that he had not had time to familiar- 
ize himself with the facts, and was 
therefore unprepared to do justice to 
his client. Deputy District Attorney 
Chambers, for the people, insisted upon 
immediate procedure, and argued 

r’s unpreparedness was not a law- 
‘tor aelay, as the defendant 
had been ably counseled by D. C. Mor- 
rison, Esq., ever since his arrest; Mor- 
rison was present, and still had charge 
of the defendant's case, he had as 
much time to get ready for the ex- 
amination as the people had, and there 
was no apparent why proced:

Defendant s 
counsel asked for a fifteen-minutes’ re- 
cess so they could collect their scat- 
tered wits; this was granted and after 
a wait of twenty-five — the bat- 
le commenced in earnest. 
: The first witness was L. B. Cohn, the 
veteran pawnbroker, who related the 
circumstances under which he en- 
trusted McLean with what he said was 
nearly $1000 worth of jewelry. Cohn 
stated that McLean had at various 
times sold goods for him on commis- 
sion. He knew the defendants char- 
acter and therefore was always care- 
ful to make him sign a contract which 
would make him liable for a penal of- 
fense if he failed to pay for goods en- 
trusted t6é him or to return them at a 
stated time. On this occasion McLean 
came to him and said he had a cus- 
tomer for certain goods. Cohn said he 
did not like to deplete his stock as 
Christmas was near and he had a good 
chance to sell anything he had over 
the counter. McLean insisted that he 
needed money for Christmas and said 
he could make a trade and turn in the 
money, less his commission, in one 
hour. The pawnbroker yielded to this 
importunity and McLean selected ar- 
ticles amounting to $951 at their retail 
value. These were listed by Cohn, and 
McLean then signed a contract agree- 
ing to return them or the cash equiv- 
alena by 3:30 o’clock of that same 
day. 
- “T made him understand that it would 
be a State’s prison offense if he failed 
to keep his agreement. He said ‘I 
know all about that.’ After signing 
‘the contract he put the goods in a box 
and went away. That’s the last I saw 
of the goods, except two rings that 
the detectives recovered when they ar- 
rested him.” 

Cohn then related how he was called 
by telephone to met McLean at Third 
and Spring streets about the time that 
he should have returned the goods, and 
what happened after he met him there. 
McLean told him that he had given the 
goods to a man to take up to the of- 
fice of the Iowa Loan Company in the 
Stimson Block, to pawn for a neat 
sum. He had waited two .hours and 
the man had not returned. He de- 
scribed the man to Cohn and told him 
to watch while he went into the build- 


ing to see if he could find the man. 


Presently he returned and said: 

“The office is closed and I guess that 
man has skinned me.” 

“Mac, you’ve robbed me and I’ll 
have you arrested unless you return 
my goods,’’ said Cohn. 

“If you do, I'll make it hot for you. 
If you send me to the penitentiary, I’ll 
drag you along;’’ replied McLean. 

On cross-examination the defense 
tried to get Cohn to admit that he con- 
spired with McLean to dupe somebody 
with the goods that were intrusted to 
the defendant; that the goods ‘were 
not all taken away from the store at 
the same time; that McLean was ac- 
companied to the store by another man 
when part of the goods were obtained, 
and that Cohn purposely put some imi- 
‘tation diamonds in the bill to substi- 
tute for real ones that McLean might 
find a purchaser for. To each of these 
imputations Cohn entered an emphatic 
denial. Counsel for the defense also 
tried to get Cohn to admit that he had 
been guilty at various times of ques- 
tionable transactions, through dishon- 
est agents, but the nearest that Cohn 
would come to an admission of that 
kind was in substance as follows: 

“In the pawnbroking business we 
come in possession of a great deal of 
goods that are hard to work off. In 
order to get rid of this stock we some- 
times have to trust irresponsible peo- 
ple. To protect myself against loss 
from such agents I consulted a lawyer, 
Mr. Foley, who is now secretary: to 
Gov. Gage, and he drew up a form of 
contract for me, such as I made Mcec- 
Lean sign. I would not trust a man 
like him otherwise.’ 

Before the cross-examination of Cohn 
was concluded, Nance O'Neil came in 
for a little free advertising. * 

“Did you not tell the defendant that 
you had sold that.$375 brooch to Nance 
O’Neil, and that if he returned it you 
would not have him prosecuted?” in-* 
quired Mr. Oliver. 

“No, sir. I told him that the brooch 
was very salable, and that I must 
have it back when the time was wn. 
as I could sell it if he couldn’t.. TI told 
him I would not have him arrested if 
he had robbed me of only a few hun- 
dred dollars worth of goods, but I 
could not afford to lose nearly a thou- 
sand dollars in that way, and there- 
fore would let the law take its course.” 

Oliver tried in vain to trap the wit-. 
ness into the admission that an imita 
tion diamond brooch, which was in the 
bill of goods intrusted to McLean was 
an exact counterpart of the $375 genu* 
ine diamond pin, which was the most 
valuable article in the collection, ane 
that Cohn was a party to a scheme to 
dupe a victim whom McLean was sup- 


posed to have in view, by ‘working off 
the imitation instead of the real arti- 
cle. Cohn indignantly denied this, and 
declared positively that there was no 
Similarity between ‘the two articles 
mentioned that would make flimflam- 
ming possible. 

Cohn positively identified two rings 
submitted in evidence as part of the 
parcel of goods given to McLean in 
trust. 

The next and last witness of the day 
was Frank A. Marcher, a jeweler, who 
is at present out of business. Marcher 
testified that McLean met him on the 
Street last Tuesday and asked him if he 
knew any one who would buy a two- 
carat diamond. Marcher replied that 
he might purchase it himself if there 
was a money in it, and asked to see 
it. McLean told him he had it at the 
Office saloon, and they went thither to 
examine it. After they were seated in 
a stall McLean produced the stone, 
and asked $100 for it. Marcher refused 
the offer. McLean then excused him- 


self for a few moments, and returned | 
with a second diamond, which had not | 


been removed from its setting, as had 
the first. Marcher asked what had be- 
come of the setting of the larger dia- 
mond, and McLean said he preferred 
to sell it without the setting, which 
happened to be a ring with a mark 


showing that it was of Cohn’s manu-. 


facture. Incidentally McLean asked 
Marcher whether he had heard about 
Cohn losing a lot of diamonds, and 


then went on to relate how Cohn had | 
given them to him to sell, and how he | 
had lost them. Marcher then began to. 


smell a rat, and he bargained-with Mc- 
Lean for the two rings, settings and 
all, for $135. He said he would go to 
the bank and get the money, and meet 
McLean at Third street and Broadway, 
where the transfer would be made. In- 
stead of going to the bank, however, he 
hied himself to the Police Station to 
tell the detectives. He met McLean aft- 
erward, as per appointment, walked 
down Hill street with him toward No. 
8 engine-house, and told him he be- 
lieved the rings were stolen property, 


and he would have nothing to do with ° 


them. At that juncture the detectives 
who had been put on closed in on Mc- 
Lean and arrested him. 


It was nearly 5 o’clock when Marcher | 


concluded his direct testimony. The de- 
fense tried to get a continuance till 
next week, but the court ordered an 
adjournment till 9 o’clock this morning, 
when the hearing will be resumed with 
Marcher’s cross-examination. 


IS POLONZENSKY INSANE? © 


UNIQUE EXCUSE FOR CARRYING 
A CONCEALED WEAPON 
Lord Polonzensky, an eccentric Pol- 
ish Jew, who has alarmed some of his 
friends by the careless handling of a 
revolver, was to have been tried before 


Justice Morgan and a jury yesterday 


on the charge of carrying @ concealed 
weapon. The trial did not proceed, 
however, as steps have been taken since 
Polonzensky’s arrest to have his men- 
tal condition looked into to see whether 
or not he is a fit subject for a lunatic 
asylum. A complaint charging him 
with insanity was filed with the County 
Clerk yesterday. Action on the mis- 
demeanor charge. was accordingly post- 
poned till January 5. 

Polonzensky has addressed the fol- 
lowing unique letter to Justice Morgan 
in justification of his possession of a 
revolver: 

“T declare the revolver affair as a 
lawyer. The question is not guilty or 
not guilty. The revolver is evidences 
enough. The 32-caliber revolver loaded 


with five cartridges, Police officer 
swearing badge 23 took in charge. He 
asked me i have a weapon on me. 


I answered very gentle, ‘Yes! I'll settle 
the case in court.’ The court will take 
in consideration the revolver was 
wrapped in a glove. A revolver in my 
pocket or even in my hand is not a 
dangerous weapon because I am Boss 
of my temper, never get excited, al- 
ways know what I am doing never 
caused willingly a wound to myself or 
any other human being. I purchased 
the revolver a bargain; it is a very 
fancy one. An amateur costumer may 
give a dollar benefit; with the dollar 
I can procure a bail of hay or a sack 
of other food for my horse. I am some 
times obliged to make a living as a 
merchant. I am in my lawful right 
free and frank to buy and sell weapons 
like all the Los Angeles merchants 
“till IT can find a farmer to get food and 


shelter for me and my horse, and the. 


revolver is a good remedy in a case 
of self-defense. The echoes of a re- 
volver may scare loafers in whose 
hands a Rock is dangerous. For these 
reasons Lord Polonzensky begs 
court to dismiss this case. e

| THINKS IT WAS A FARCE. 


FOREMAN OF A CORONER'S JURY 
REGISTERS A KICK. 

Publication of the “open verdict” of 

the Coroner’s jury in the case of 

David Shields Johnson, engineer of the 
_ Southern Pacific train wrecked at Po- 
. Mona last Sundar evening, has brought 
out a publie statement by R. S. Ran- 
son, foreman of the jury, in regard 
to the manner in which the inquest 
_ Was conducted. Mr. Ranson, a retired 
railroader and newspaper man, is at 
_ present living at the Hotel Corona. It 
was he who insisted upon ‘diligent 
quiry” into the cause of Johnson's 
death, in accordance with the oath ad- 
ministered by the Coroner, and he is 
not at all satisfied that the Coroner 
exercised diligence. In short, he con- 
siders the Coroner’s proceedings in the 
case as farcical in the extreme, and 
he avers that his colleagues on the 
jury were practically to a man of the 
Same opinion. 

Foreman Ranson yesterday disclosed 
Some occurrences in the jury room 
that did not reach the ears of the re- 
porters who attended the inquest. In 
an interview he said, in substance: 

“We judged. from the line of ques- 
tioning pursued by the Coroner at the 
outset that he wished to ascertain the 

cause of the accident which resulted 
Engineer Johnson's death. We did 
_ not think that this could be determined 

from the testimony of the limited num- 
_ber of witnesses examined, and when 
we intimated that we needed more 
light on the subject, he assured us 
that it was our privilege to call for 


|} as many additional witnesses or 


formation as we thought necessary. 
' He said that was a question for us to 
settle among ourselves, but that he 

did not deem it necessary for us to r=48) 

into the matter any deeper than we 

had. When he left us to ourselves to 
deliberate, we decided to ask for an 
adjournment until such time as a more 
, thorough inquiry could be had. At the 
request of my colleagues, I drew up 
e Coroner of 

County, Cal.: — 

“ “Witnesses wanted: 

““Fireman of wrecked train. 

““*Master mechanic of division - on 
which accident. occurred. 

“*Foreman of roundhouse. 

“*Train dispatcher of division with 
train sheet, conductor’s report of ac- 
cident, and copy of time card, rules 
and regulations. 


charge of wrecking train. 

“We, the jury, impaneled to ex- 
amine into the causes leading to the 
death of David Shields Johnson, re- 
spectfully ask that the above witnesses 
be summoned with papers aS men- 
tioned.’ 

“Three of us signed this and the rest 
were ready to append their signatures 


blank, form upon which to write our 
verdict. We informed him that we 
had not agreed upon a verdict, and 
could not render an intelligent one on 
Such scanty evidence. He read our 
request for more witnesses and then 
entered upon a long harangue, during 
which he informed us that it was not 
our duty to determine the cause of the 
train wreck, but merely the cause of 
the victim’s death. I told him that 
the evidence of one witness who saw 
the unfortunate engineer taken out of 
the wreck was sufficient in that case, 
and that our work then was soon done. 
Accordingly we drew up a verdict, 
simply reciting that Johnson’s death 
was due to injuries received by the 
wrecking of the train of which he was 
engineer. 

“This terse verdict was at first not 
acceptable to the Coroner, because he 
said it would not satisfy public clamor 
or the demands of the newspapers. We 
replied that we did not think we had 
anything to do with public clamor or 
demands of the press. He Suggested 
that we add to our verdict a clause 
to the effect that from the testimony 
heard no showing of criminal careless- 
ness or negligence on the part of the 
company was made. We could not 
see our way clear to exoneration of 
the company of culpability on such slim 
evidence, and flatly refused to amend 
our verdict to that effect. The Cor-. 
oner then accepted it, as it was, and 
we were discharged.”’

COMMERCIAL. 


DECIDUOUS-FRUIT SHIPMENTS. 
The report of the California Fruit 
Growers’ and Shippers’ Association for 
the year 1899 has just been published. 
In part it reads as follows: 4 

The importance of widely distrib- 
uting California fruits in the largest 
number of eastern markets and avoid- 
ing gluts in a few large centers, seems 
to be keenly appreciated by growers 
and shippers, as evidenced by the 
larger shipments this year to smaller 
markets, and the opening of new mar- 
lets in interior places, which in the 
accompanying table are grouped un- 
der ‘other points.’ The consignments 
to foreign markets have also greatly 
increased—from forty-two cars shipped 
in 1896 to England alone to 124 cars in 
1899 shipped to England, Scotland, Ger- 
many and Mexico. Here are shown the 
overland shipments of California fresh 
deciduous fruits to all points outside 
of the State during the year 1899 and 
for purposes of comparison, those of 
the two previous years. The itemized 
shipments overland, giving the desti- 
nation and number of carloads cred- 
ited to each city. for the last three 
years are also given in table form.

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


SHARES AND MONEY. 
_ [A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—The New York mar- 
ket testified its relief over the practical com- 
pletion of the yearly settlement by bidding up 
prices in a striking manner today. There 
were signs of hesitation and reaction at one 
time, when the money rate flurried to 10 per 
eent., simultaneously with the appearance of 
the statement of the November earnings of 
the Burlington. This statement showed a de- 
crease in surplus earnings and, coming on top 
of yesterday's similar exhibit by St. Paul, 
made a natural impression on sentiment, as 
going to show the inevitable effect of the high 
prices of material upon the operating expenses 
of railroads. The grangers were most affected, 
but prices in the railroad list generally ran 
down to about last night’s level. The comple- 
tion of the period of money pressure, however, 
overshadowed all other considerations and gave 
rise to a feeling on the part of the security 
holders closely akin to exultation. About the 
time the London Stock Exchange closed the 
most notable movement of the day was inaug- 
urated. The fact that the periodical stock 
exchange settlement was completed with 
failure of great importance was a gratifying 
surprise in the financial world. The interna- 
tional stocks in the late buying were the 
favorites in anticipation of a demand tomor- 
row from London. Although the call money 
rate advanced sharply in London, discount 
rates dropped off fully one-half per cent., with 
a resulting advance in the sterling rate in 
New York. In our own market loans made 
today will carry over until next Tuesday. It 
was this fact which ran the rate up to 18 per 
cent. A favorable bank statement is counted 
for tomorrow, in spite of the fact that some 
$6,000,000 of gold exports will figure in the 
statement. On the regular express movement 
of money to the interior, the banks gained 
upward of $2,500,000, and on sub-treasury op- 
erations they gained $1,488,000. Besides this 
there have been large receipts of money by 
mail estimated all the way from $4,000,000 to 
$7,000,000, so that net gains in cash from 
sources is estimated at from $2,000,000  up- 
ward. In the late strength of the market, the 
trunk lines were conspicuous. A rumor was 
circulated to the effect that the plan for 
harmonizing trunk-line interests was soon to. 
be announced, and that it would include Nor- 
folk and Western, as well as Baltimore and 
Ohio. Gains in the specialties were larger 
than in the railroads, excent that Sugar and 
Metropolitan were more or less under pressure. 
A notable feature of the dav’s trading was 
the number of odd lots dealt in. Some of the 
minor bonds showed declines, but the general 
tendency was upward.

BIG INRUSH OF CASH AT TAX 
COLLECTOR’S OFFICE. 


Saturday the Last Day of Grace 
for Taxpayers—Negro Tramp Runs 
Away from a Constable, Leaving 
Some of His Property—Route of the 
Tournament of Roses Procession. 


PASADENA, Dec. 29.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.}] Pasadena’s city vaults 
are stuffed full of money and checks. 
This has been a rushing day in the 
Tax Collector’s office. Money has come 
in so fast that the collector couldn't 
receipt for all of it and filed checks 
with memoranda attached, receipts to 
be made out later. Of the total as- 
sessment of $86,000, all but $20,000 has 
now been paid, and it is quite certain 
that two-thirds or more of the balance 
will be paid in Saturday, which will 
be the liveliest day of all and the last 
day of grace. A 5 per cent. penalty 
will be tucked on to all taxes not paid 
by Saturday night. 

“The taxes have been paid more 
promptly than in any year for four 
years,” says the deputy collector. 


“People commenced to settle right off, 


as soon as they were assessed, and the 
money has been flowing in steadily 
‘ever since.’ This state of things 
bears witness to the prosperity of the 
city and the easy financial circum- 
stances of its inhabitants. It was only 
two years ago that the city was 
obliged to issue its interest-bearing 
warrants to meet current expenses in 
the summer and fall, but the treasury 
has been flush all this year.
